Ft. Petersburg, Sept. 19.—Emperor 
Nicholas 
again appears before 
the 
world 
as a 
promoter of 
universal 
peace. 
No sooner is the Russo-Japa­ 
nese war over and 
even before the 
peace treaty has been ratified, than 
his majesty issues 
invitations to a 
second 
peace 
conference 
at 
The 
Hague. 
That the emperor has done 
so was learned Monday from a source 
which leaves no shadow of doubt as 
to its authenticity. 
It is officially 
announced that the 
Russian government “ proposes to ad­ 
dress the foreign 
powers with the 
view to holding a second peace con­ 
ference 
at The 
Hague,’* but 
it is 
known 
that negotiations 
preceding 
this announcement that 
the govern­ 
ment “proposed to address the pow­ 
ers” were entered into, especially with 
the United States, and were conduct­ 
ed with the greatest secrecy, there 
being not the slightest inkling that 
Russia contemplated another move of 
the kind. 
The announcement created 
the greatest surprise 
here and that 
Russia should propose a second peace 
congress, notwithstanding the close 
relations between Emperor Nicholas 
and I resident Roosevelt, was heard j 
with amazement. 
It is clear the step 
could not be taken by Russia without 
first reaching a complete understand­ 
ing 
with President 
Roosevelt. The 
tact that 
President Roosevelt 
is re­ 
ported as being entirely in sympathy 
with the idea that the promoter of the 
first conference should be the Instiga­ 
tor 
of the second 
and readily 
and 
gladly acceded 
to the Russian 
pro­ 
posal is a clear proof that the confer­ 
ence has already been called and that 
President Roosevelt relinquished his 
part in it to the emperor. 
There is 
strong season to believe that the news 
even of the intention of the Russian 
government would not be given out if 
invitations had not already been sent 
to the powers and probably their an­ 
swers received. 
In this 
connection an 
interesting 
question arises as to how the invita­ 
tion was communicated to Japan in 
view of the lack of diplomatic rela­ 
tions, but the invitation may be with­ 
held until such relations are estab­

Meeting of the City Council Held 


Last Night in Chambers— 


Routine Business 


A regular meeting of the city council 
was held la.stnight in chambers with 
President Johnson in the chair. 
The following aldermen were present: 
Gardner, Peterson. 
Squires, 
Opsahl 
Armstrong, Baker and llalladay. 
Alderman Halladay referred briefly 
to delinquent electric light subscribers 
but he was informed by City Clerk Low 
that all delinquent accounts had been 
placed in the hands of the city attorney 
for collection and a systematic set of 
rules had been adopted to govern future 
action. 
Some time was spent last night con­ 
sidering the matter of purchasing a lire 
horse to take the place of one of the 
old horses which had been in capacitat­ 
ed on account of his age. 
Alderman 
Armstrong, who guides the destinies of 
the fire committee, reported that a horse 
belonging to \V. Smith had been given 
a trial and was satisfactory to the fire­ 
men. 
This horse, he reported, had been 
offered to the city for £180. The genial 
alderman did not refer to his past ex­ 
perience as a horse trader but it was in­ 
ferred from what he said that he had 
decided to take the word of a fellow 
townsman rather than go to the twin 
cities to deal with the average horse 
jockey. There was considerable dis­ 
cussion 
but finally 
the horse 
was 
bought and then came the question of 
disposing of the old lame horse. John 
Gilmer offered the council 860 for the 
horse and the offer was accepted. 
The liquor license application of Pat 
O’Connor, 7*24 
L a u r e l street, was re­ 
ceived. His bond was approved and 
license granted. 
On motion the .-treet committee was 
instructed to have the Sixth street 
bridge repaired. 
A resolution lixing the special asses- 
ment on account of the lateral sewer in 
block 4.1 was adopted and read. 
A resolution ordering in a 
large 
amount of new sidewalks in the city was 
also adopted as read. This includes 
walks along the Imperial block and the 
Fitgar building on Laurel street. 
An ordinance was passed last night 
amending the ordinance which governs 
the matter of sewer connections. 
Here­ 
tofore the application for a permit to 
buckle onto a sewer bes cost 82. The 
amendment provides that the fee be fix­ 
ed at 81. 
On motion provision was made to 
meet the cost of lateral sewer “ll.” The 
total expenditure in connection with 
this sewer is 81,085. 
The echo of the old feud in the Brain­ 
erd tire department was heard last night 
and matters reached such an appalling 
condition that there is liable to be an­ 
other upheaval, which will take weeks 
to adjust to the satisfaction of all. 
Al­ 
derman Pete Peterson, of the Fourth 
ward, who is foreman of Eagle Hose 
company No. 4, has never been satisfied 
since the arrangement last spring and 
thinks thatjiis company is not being 
justly recognized. 
The question came 
up last night in the form of a communi­ 
cation from a committe of this company 


in which the fact was set forth that 
Foreman Peterson had resigned, but his 
resignation 
had not been 
accepted 
pending an investigation of the commit­ 
tee. Alderman Squires acted as spokes­ 
man and stated that tho boys over there 
wanted their share of the state appro­ 
priation, which would be 8160. The 
purport of the communication was in 
effect that the whole company would re­ 
sign unless this request was granted. 
Alderman Halladay said that he rep­ 
resented the interests of the Third ward 
and that he too would like to see sonte- 
ting done for the boys inboth the t hird 
and the Fourth wards. 
He did not 
think that they should be asked to work 
for nothing. 
He believed they should 
be allowed something for suits, etc. 
Alderman Johnson incidently remark­ 
ed that the state money could not be 
divided that way: that it had been de­ 
cided that the money was for the use of 
the various companies under different 
conditions. 
He asked the gentlemen 
what they expected to do for the down 
town companies if the request of the 
Fourth ward gentleman was granted. 
He was told that tho down town men 
got all the money there was in it now by 
attending the fires; that the men in 
East Brainerd were never called on. The 
old ground gone over last spring was re­ 
traced and the old raglets chewed over. 
Finally a motion prevailed that the mat­ 
ter be left in the hands of the tire com­ 
mittee and that this committee confer 
with committee# from the two compan­ 
ies and report at a future Bletting. 
Alderman Opsahl announced that the 
macadamizing of Laurel street between 
Seventh and Eighth had been complet­ 
ed, anti that they still had a large 
amount of crushed rock on hand and 
suggested that it would be economical 
to start in paving Eighth street between 
Front and Laurel. Tho property owners 
want the work done there and are ready 
to stand the expense. As a preliminary 
move a motion was mace that City En­ 
gineer Woolman proceed to buy granite 
curbing for this strip and by the next 
meeting it is expected the work will be 
ordered done.
